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EDITORIAL. 


This is my fourth attempt at a simple editorial Page (Roy Thomas, where are 
you when I need you?). First a little background on the book. New Paltz Comix #1 was 
published in July 1973 by myself quite unintentionally, actually. It's a very interesting 
story--one I'll relate when space permits (1987?). While #1 was virtually a one man show 
(with help from three other artist/writers) , it was felt that future issues should be cooperative 
ventures. Our second issue was planned as 32 pages, but due to the large amount of high 
quality work available, grew to an unexpected 50 pages, with two color separated covers. 
This issue's format was modelled after Zap's 69 issue, giving us, in effect, two separate 
books. We may keep using that format in the future. Or we may not. Our subtitle, Amazing 
Adult Fantasies, was done in a fit of Marvel nostalgia. The New Paltz Comix title will give 
us a sense of issue to issue continuity, while allowing us varied sub-titles. The book is 
owned and financed collectively by the artist/writers. Our goals in this and following issues 
are as follows: 


18 To present a showcase for the finest unknown artists and writers that we can 
uncover. Our concern is with skill and creativity--not with big names or overblown reputations. 
As can be seen in this issue, we have strict standards--we will not print a pro's hack work 
simply because he is a pro--or reject a talented unknown simple because we've never heard 
of him. There's a huge amount of untapped talent, ignored by straight and underground 
comic companies, that we will continue to actively search out. 


2. We will encourage experimentation in the graphic media and, within physical 
limitations, give our artist/writers virtually unlimited freedom. There are a number of 
experiments in this issue. Linda Kent's "Rorschach Review" and "Thoughts" are not the 
type of things you'll find in your ordinary comic/comix. "Rubber Soul" by Raoul Vezina 
and myself was an attempt at merging similar artistic styles. On different panels Raoul 
would ink my pencils, or visa-versa, and at times we'd each ink our own pencils, The 
basic plot was conceived by myself, based on a painting of Ras-t (drawn by Raoul as an 
advertisement for his band). For comparison of styles I pencilled and inked Rubber Soul's 
splash page, and R,V. did the first panel of page 2, all by his lonesome. Further experimenta- 
tion was employed by Ironmountain in his Pornographic, "Masks." A fine arts painter and 
Pornography aficionado, this was his first attempt at a graphic story (since this story he 
has become very enthusiastic about the possibilities of the comic format, and is planning 
a much more elaborate, more finely rendered story for next issue). By the way, his 
cover drawing was rendered entirely in pencil and took over six months to complete. 


3. We will try our best not to fall into ruts. We'll try new formats and ideas, 
and do our best to continue growing artistically and creatively. We don't expect to make 
a fortune with this book--we're not even sure we'll break even (although we'll certainly 
try). And since the profit motive isn't of prime concern, our main purpose for working 
as hard as we have on this book is artistic satisfaction. ..and because it's fun. Oh...and 
while we're at it, we don't intend to overextend ourselves, at the expense of quality. 


That's basically it. Write and let us know what you thought of this issue--good and 
bad. We may discuss some of the letters in next issue's editorial Page. In any event all 
letters will be answered personally. A special vote of thanks to Steve Burstock, Larry 
Brill, Dale B., and to Mike Aranoff, Pat, Howie, Fred, Jack, Roberto and the boys at Vizmo, 
for their help and support. And while I'm at it...thank you--for buying this magazine!
